But then, if the primary purpose of poetry, as some may argue, is to 
entertain, then this must be judged “successful,” for it does entertain. 
Moreover, Marilyn reads well the subleties of romance and she feels

What Marilyn McMeen Miller has succeeded in doing, in short, is to 
turn the threadbare clothing of courtship inside out, revealing anew the 
inherent intimacies of feeling and thought.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — With 
the winter white falling newly 
over Utah’s alpine peaks — enough 
to halt the hikes of summer rovers 
but not enough to smooth the 
way for skiers, it’s the dormancy 
period on the slopes. 

In the open anyway; behind the 
scenes things are buzzing as snow 
lovers gear up for the powder and 
resort owners gear for the pack. 

Ski equipment sales are 
blanketing newspaper ad pages. 
Pre-season ticket sales are in full 
Swing. Facilities are being 
groomed and greased. Tour 
packages are being unwrapped at 
ski shows and airports. Airlines 
are announcing revised schedules. 

More than one Utahn is 
“thinking snow.” 

National Weather Service 
records show that average snow 
depths at resorts in the canyons 
just east of Salt Lake City reach 
20 inches by Nov. 20. That’s less 
than two weeks away, and with 
some resorts hoping to open the 
season by Thanksgiving, it won’t 
be long before the shushing 
begins. 

There’ve been some changes in 
facilities, access and prices this 
year. Here’s a rundown of what 
the major resorts in Utah have to 
offer: 


Alta 
The granddaddy of Utah Skiing. 
Powdery runs through rocky crags

Getting there should be easier

Brian Head 
Skiing in the heights of a 
southwestern Utah desert, near 


Cedar City. A new major cross 
country and touring program 
begins this year and should prove 
popular considering Brian Head’s 
proximity to spectacular Cedar 
Breaks National Monument. 
Traditionally used by Las Vegas 
and California skiers, Utahns and 
Arizonans are beginning to 
discover this resort with increasing 
frequency. There are 300 living 
units this year, an increase of 85 
over last season. Runs for novice 
to expert, but mostly for those in 
the middle range of experience. 


Brighton 
Close to Salt Lake City at the 
top of Big Cottonwood Canyon, 
popular with the family and day

Park City 

Continwvime= to earthen 
international reknown, Park City 
offers a bunch of improvements 
to its lift operations this season. 
The Prospector, a decade old, has 
been replaced with a new 
Prospector with faster loading and 
capacity for 400 more skiers per 
hour. 

The new king Consolidated 
triple-chair_on the backside of the 
mountain will transport experts to 
the new Combustion run or other 
skiers to two less frightening 
routes back down to the bottom 
of the lift. The King Con and 
Broadway runs have been 
widened. Better grooming is 
expected with new access roads 
for the “‘snowcats.” 

Payday will not be closed every 
weekend for National Ski Team 
training as in past seasons. The 
National Ski Team Training 
Center at Park City has a new run 
all to its own along the north 
ridge of Payday. 

Another new run, Sidewinder, 
located just below the training 
center, will ease skier traffic in the 
Hollow area.

The resort’s double and triple 
chair lifts handle more than 4,700 
skiers per hour. For the socially 
inclined, there’s the Snow Basin 
Lodge and Huntington Haus. No 
condominiums yet. 


Solitude 

Poor Solitude will stand in 
solitude this season. Financial and 
environmental problems have 
forced closure of this protentially 
great ski area just down Big 
Cottonwood Canyon and 
Brighton. Reports are that this 
resort, opened in the late 1950s, is 
also for sale. 


Snowland 
Located eight miles east of 
Fairview in central Utah, - the 


area’s facilities include three runs, 
two small lifts and a snack bar. 
Hopes to open. 2arouma 
Thankggiving. 


Sundance 

Actor Robert Redford’s Provo 
Canyon playground. Runs have 
been improved and widened and a 
new run has been added. Resort 
features the Tree Room restaurant 
and ski and rental shops. Night 
skiing three days a week. Opens in 
December. 

Inflation has hit most ski resorts 
as it has the general economy. 
Most of the increased costs will be 
showing up in lift ticket prices, 


store items, transportation and 
lodging.

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Temain anonymous, Vivisectlo 
necessary in research and such lab 
experience is invaluable but not at 
a non-medical school like BYU. 
He says the dogs must be 
destroyed after experimentation 
and feels, as does the Humane 
Society, the operation should be 
done once and videotaped. “‘The 
tension and emotion of working 
on a live animals overrules the 
academic value,” he says. But Dr. 
A. Lester Allen, Dean of the 
Biological and Agricultural 
Sciences, explains that the 
experiments are done only in 
upper division classes and 
advanced physiology and these 
students need such experience to 
get into medical school. There is a 
videotape seen by approximately 
400 students in the lower division 
classes, he says. 

According to Dr. Allen, the dog 
used in the lab is brought there by 
Tanner in the morning and kept in 
a cage until class. A teaching 
assistant puts the dog to sleep 
with an injection and preps it for 
surgery. The students then 
perform an operation to study the 
effects of drugs and other 
stimulae on blood pressure, heart 
beat, and breathing rates. The dog 
is hooked up to a machine which 
measures these vital signs. After 
the operation, the animal is put to 
death by an overdose of the 
anesthesia. Dr. Allen says 
approximately two or three 
experiments of this kind are done 
per semester. He also says a 
surgeon in Provo practices surgical 

- techniques on dogs at BYU, which 
helps him perfect such operations 
as vein transplants on humans. 


According to Tanner, if BYU 
sends him a requisition for a. 
particular dog, that dog cannot 
then be adopted by a citizen. Dr. 
Allen says the only specifications 
made by the school concern the 
size of the dog. The dogs used are

persons are working as doctors, 
lawyers, public school teachers, 
chemists, engineers, computer 
programmers, machinists, TV 
repairmen—the list goes on and on 
and is growing. As the blind do 
more and more, new fields are 
opening up to them. 

“T think you could talk for a 
hundred yeras to an employer, 
but until he’s actually exposed to 
the work of blind employes, he 
won’t believe they can do 
anything,” says Gordon Clegg, 
superviser of rehabilitation 
counselors for the state of Utah. 

Most people in the field agree 
massive public education is 
needed to dispel misconceptions 
about the blind and their 
employment. 

Efforts are underway by several 
services for the blind in Utah to 
increase public knowledge of 
blindness through presentations to 
schools, civic clubs and on 
television, but workers in the area 
would like to see more use of the 
mass media in communicating 
their message. 

In addition to employers and 
the public, the visually 
handicapped also need to be 
shown what they can do, says Dr. 
lliff C. Jeffery, a blind osteopath 
who has practiced in Provo for 30 
years. But they need to avoid 
thinking “that the world owes 
them a living” or that “just 
because they’re blind someone 
will give them a job.” 

“To be rated on the same level, 
a blind person has got to be 
better,” he says. ‘ 

There are from 25 to 30 blind 
students enrolled at BYU. These 
students are given the names of 
successfully employed blind in 
various fields with whom they can 
talk about their own professional 
goals. 

Seaich feels that career 
orientation and information are 
needed throughout the blind 
schooling process and has begun a 
class on “the world of work” at 
the School for the Blind. 

However, the main job of

Government should do more 

Attitude changes can be seen in 
recent legislation for the blind. 
Carol Evans, advison ton 
handicapped students for the 
BYU College of Student Life, 
points to the passage of a federal 
Dili Wniicil tOrees aAmry 
establishment working on a 
government contract of over 
$250,000 to employ qualified 
blind persons or lose government 
support. 

Jeffery thinks the government 
could and should do much more

after I got out of school,” says the 
osteopath. “‘This is very disturbing 
t® WG, HIG SUEEOSERS ne 
government withold support of 
osteopathic institutions until such 
discriminatory practices are 
stopped.

“Newly-blinded persons making 
the adjustment couldn’t do 
without Social Security,” says 
Norma Spencer, state president, 
Utah State Association of the 
Blind. She adds, however, that “if 
people can make more money 
sitting at home in a rockingchair 
they will take the more money 
any time.” 


Despite such desagreements, 
equal employment, “is coming 
more and more,” says Arnold 
Roylance, blind Utah County 
attorney. 


“When I first started working, 
there were very few blind people 
in competition with the sighted,” 
he adds. “They used to put a 
blind person on the street with a 
tin cup.” 


Much convincing remains to be 
done.

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With a trail of smoke and the 
sky dotted by parachutes the 
audience turned their heads 
skyward Friday as the Army’s 
Golden Knights parachute team 
executed various free fall and 
parachute maneuvers.

If you had driven along Provo 
Canyon on Tuesday night, and if 
for some reason you had turned 
off into the Canyon Glen 
campground, you may have 
rubbed your eyes and wondered if 
you had landed in another age. 

The astounding sight of 40 
people cavorting round a bonfire, 
waving sparklers above their heads 
while a life-size dummy was 
ceremonially roasted on the 
flames may have reminded you of 
the bad old days of witchcraft. 

But if you had been courageous 
enough to stay around, the 
mystery would have cleared soon 
enough. If the fire-fashioned 
illusion of red coats did not 
betray the revellers, their accents 
quickly would have, for the 
occasion was none other than the 
observance of a solemn tradition 
by members of the British Isles 
Club. 

For the last 369 years the 
British have celebrated Guy 
Fawkes night on November Sth 
with as much pomp and ceremony 
as at a coronation, and with good 
purpose, for the original night in 
1605 brought them closer to 
ridding themselves of their 
government than they have ever 
been before or since. 

Guy Fawkes, a converted 
catholic, was chosen by a gang of 
conspirators as the man to destroy 
the English government. He had 
been recalled from Europe 
especially for this task, after 
fighting with the Spanish against 
the protestant English, and 
immediately took charge of the 
plot. He moved into a house 
opposite the Houses of Parliament 
in London and tunneled into a 
cellar under the House of Lords, 


After throwing Fawkes into the flames, one of 40 members of the 
British Isles Club watches him burn in effigy. 


where he cached twenty barrels of 
gunpowder. 

The plan was to detonate the 
charge on November 5th, (theday 
of the opening of parliament) 
when the King, Lords and 
Commons were all to be there 
together, but he was caught the 
night before by a troop of guards 
and was later executed. 

Every year since then, all over 
Britain, bonfires have been built, 
and the normally staid British 
celebrate wildly. Fireworks are 
tossed in the air; an effigy of Guy 
Fawkes is burnt on top of the 
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blaze, dozens of adults and 
children alike are maimed by 


rogue firecrackers — and nostalgia 
reigns, as Britons remember (some 
wistfully, no doubt) how close 


they came to losing both monarch 
and government in a single day, 
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
